ABOUT ALABAMA’S NEW 
FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY LAW 


Every automobile owner and operator in Alabama 
should acauaint himself with provisions of the new 
state Motor Vehicle Safety-Responsibility Law 
Which bocomes effective Jan. 1. This new law has 
sevoral drastic provisions in it which will save much 
frustration and heartache, if understood and com- 
plied with prior to the dates it eoes into operation. 

Beginning Jan. 1, any person res ponsible tor an 
automobile accident in which nersonal or property 
damage exceeds $50 will have to settle all claims 
against him or be suspended from driving. The sus- 
Perec is not something which the new law views 

lightly. It reauires that the suspension remain en- 
forced until the resvonsible party satisfies the 
claims or gives proof that he will satisfy them. It 
is not inconceivable that a man who depends on his 
automobi's for his livelihood will find himself 
stranded if he is unable to give proof of his financial 
responsibility. 

The new law is designed primarily for two pur- 
noses. First, it is for the protection of all citizens. 
Second, it is hoped it will deny to reckless and fi- 
nancially irresponsible persons the Opportunity to 
injure or damage others.
